In one phase of the proceedings the popu-
lists acquired possession of ps large and
ehiny a gold brick ns was ever packed
away In a farmer's gripsack. A popullst
commlites appeared before the democratic
convention with the proposition that the
popullsta Dbelleved themselves  entitled to
one-third of the appolotive offices that the
fusion candidates would have to dlstribute,
it they should be elected. The democrats
dld not hesitate for un {nstant to endorse
this propositlon. They voted unanimously
and without debate to glve the populists this
proportion of the appointment®s, and the
commitiee retired fecling that (t had ac-
complished o good etroke of business, The
domocrais thought the jdea was funmy
enough to be Included in the next political
Joke book, and if the members of the popu-
list committee could have heard some of
the humor subsequently Incubated at their
expense they would have been less com-
placent. Tho extent to which the populists
would be able to reallzo on thls agreement
it the ticket should bo elected may be
caslly Imngined. That each democratic
official would consider himself bound to glve
one-third of his appolntments to popullsts
no one imagines, and It is conceded that
the promise made by the convention has
about as much value as a confederate green-
back.,

PROTECTION AGAINST LIGNTNING.

Tipsn from the Weather Hurenu on
Electricity In the Alr,

A monogram on “Lightning and the Elec-

:lrlc!u' of the Alr,'" recontly lssued by the

Unlted States Weather bureau, affords some

|in-lnrnn1|nu Information upon the question of
| protecting  bulldings  from llghtning. To
| wht extent 18 It praoticable 10 proteot n
bullding and to what extent Is 1t profitable
| to attempt such protection when it la prac-
ticable? Defore answering the guestion,
|saya the Baltimore Sun, It 8 necessary
to convey a clear ldea of the nature of the
Nghtning Mash. The old i{dea !5 that the
finah, like the moderate current of electric-
ity with which we are familiar, followa the
line of least resistance, and can be diverted
| by a conductor of a certaln size. In this
| vlew, the HNghtning-rod (& llke a channel
| made to convey a flow of water, and a
| small channel will empty a large reservolr
| If glven tlme enough But the Weather bu-
reau Hkens the lightning flnsh rather to an
avalnoche, a landslide down the slde of a
| mountaln, or the breaking of a dam—the
| whole force is exerted In one lustant and
there Is no after current. The flashes, how-
ever, vary greatly In volume, soine of them
belng mild affalrs. And it la always true
that a well-oonstructed and well-arranged
lightning-rod will, if given time, sllently
convey away A vast deal of electrioity, thus
lessening greatly, If not preventing, the ul-
tlmate flash. Itls on this account that light-
ning strokes are comparatively Infrequent
In large citles, where lofty spires and roofa
draln overcharged clouds before the stra-
tum of air between the cloud and the
houses |8 strained to the breaking point.

It follows from the avalanche-like natvra
of lightning that absolute protectlon of a
bullding s impracticable unless the bulld-
ing Itself—as being a steel structure—Ils a
good comduector. Bui a very large measure
of protection is within our reach. A chim-
ney or church spire well provided with rods
is aMmost perfectly proteoted and rods dls-
tributed to exposed points will reduce the
risks of a wlde roof area as enuch as 75 per
cont. There |9 no definite *“‘area of protec-
tlon."” The old rule was that a rod pro-
tects a radlus oqual to its height, and the
rule may stand for want of a better, but as
a matter of fact It holds good only with
olectrical discharges of moderate volume.
| Whether it pays In a particular case to in-
vest money In lightning-rods depends upon
wircumstances. Sometlmes the risk s so
gllght as to be peglected. The ocost of the
rods may be such as to render fire Insur-
ance preferable. But where the risk of be-
ing struck ls very great—as In the case of
church spires and high brick chimneys—the
value of the property threatened renders the
Hghtning-rod a necessity. It may be saild
to be necessary alpo where the risk Is less,
ne, for inatance, for bulMipgs that contaln
& great mumber of persons—large summer
| hotels, large school bulldiogs, asylums and
| expensive publie bulldings. A very costly
| bullding ecannot be wisely subjected to a
| slight rlak from llghtning If protection can

be obtained, The risk on famnm bulldings
| 15 greater than on any other class of build-
| ings, but whare thelr value Is small It Is
| usually preferable to rely on Insurance for
| protection,

As to the nature of the rod, it {a stlated
that elther ifron or copper may be used, and
iron I8 as good as copper, provided the sec-
tlon of the Iron rod be enough larger to
compeneate for [ts Inferlor conductivity, A
rod of lron welghing 35 ounces per foot is
held to he equivalent to a copper rod welgh-
| ing six ounces per foot. A flat conductor is

recommended, on the ground that surface
' counts for more than section. (lass Insu-
,lators are usecless. The rod may be fastensd
directly to the bullding to be protected. The
matter of gremtest Importance |ls the condl-
